A I1ASCLESS CHARGE.

Those Democratic politicians who are re
ported as saying that the State institutions
are not operated upon a nonpartisan
basis fall to furnish specifications to sus
tain their accusations. In every institu-
tion save the Michigan City prison one or
two Democrats are - on the board; and
they are Democrats, men who vote tha
Democratic national and State tickets.
Ihey may not be the noisiest men in their
party. Possibly they are not leaders, but
they are Democrats who have been se
lected because of their qualifications for
the positions. Such being the case, the
boards are nonpartisan a3 contemplated
by the law. Complying with the recent leg-

islation, supplies have been purchased of
the lowest bidder after advertising. Fur-

ther, under the Mull law all bills for goods
purchased pass the State auditor before
payment is ordered. Consequently, the
charge that higher prices are paid than the
lowest market falls. Furthermore, no
changes have been made in efficient super-

intendents at the head of the respective
institutions. In three of the insane hospit-

als the superintendents whom the Repub-

licans found there are there now because
they are competent men. The same is true
of other institutions. Still further, every
employe in any institution Is as free to
vote as he pleases as is the most inde
pendent citizen. The further fact that the
cost of each person supported by the State
has been reduced more than 23 per cent,
compared with 1D0 is the best possible evi-

dence that the State Institutions are man-

aged upon nonpartisan and strict busi
ness principles. Here and there may be
some Insignificant Irregularity, but such
are rare exceptions.

The charge of failure to carry out the
r.cnpartlsan system comes with 111 grace
from the Taggart regime, which has ue-stroye- d

utterly the spirit of the nonparti
san charter of Indianapolis. None but those
who are and will be Taggart men are put
on guard in all but the Park Board. The
secret brand of Taggartism is necessary
for any man to be safe in any position in
the city government.

A PIIOD FROM A FOREIGN CONSUL.

A curious bit of information Is con
tained In a dispatch from Manila stating
that the German consul there has cabled
to the. Berlin government asking that the
German ambassader at Washington be In

structed to diplomatically urge the passage
of the Spooner bill by Congress. Thus we
have the strange spectacle of a European
consul in an American possession asking
hi3 government to instruct its minister
at Washington to urge Congress to do Its
duty by providing, as soon as possible, for
the establishment of civil government in
the Philippines. For one government to ad-

vise another in such a matter would be a
delicate proceeding, and the German gov
ernment may decline to accede to the re
quest of its consul, but the fact of his
making it shows the importance of some
action by Congress. The Spooner bill has
been before the Senate for some time and
could easily have been passed before this
but for the dilatory methods of that body.
It provides that, when the insurrection Is
ended

All military, civil and judicial powers
necessary to govern said islands shall, un
til otherwise provided by Congress, be
vested in such person and persons and shall
be exercised in such manner as the Presi
dent of the United States shall direct for
maintaining and protecting the inhabitants
of said islands in the free enjoyment of
their liberty, property and religion.

This is a simple and effective measure.
The President has authority to say when
the insurrection 13 ended, and this bill
would empower him at the same time to
substitute civil for military government.
It has been objected that it gives the Presi
dent too much power. If there is to be
action power to act must always be vested
somewhere. The Spooner bill is in the line
of former precedents. On Oct. 2D, 1S03, Con
gress passed a bill authorizing President
Jefferson to establish civil government in
the Louisiana territory, ther recently ac
quired from France. The bill provided as
follows:

That until the expiration of the present
session of Congress, unless provision for
temporary government of the said Terri
tories be sooner made by Congress, all the
military, civil and judicial powers exercised
by the officers of the existing (French)
government of the same shall be vested
in such person and persons and shall be
exercised in such manner as the President
of the United States shall direct, for main
taining and protecting the inhabitants of
Louisiana in the free enjoyment of their
liberty, property and relig.on.

A similar bill was passed in 1S21, author
izing President Monroe to govern Florida.
President McKinley can be iafely entrusted
with as large discretionary power as any of
his predecessors. The objection that
the Spooner bill confers too much power
on the President is simply obstructive.
Congress would probably resent any action
by the German government in the direction
of urging it to pass the Spooner bill, but
the request of the German consul at Manila
should at least remind that body that in the
opinion of intelligent foreigners there is
need of rrompt action for the establish
ment of civil government in the Philippines.

The primary election bill which the
House sent to engrossment on Tuesday
is not, perhaps, such a measure as many
voters in other pairts of the State would
prefer. What is well for Indianapolis Is

well for nearly every city. The primary
Is where the government of the State,
the county and the city is made. Such
being the case, It stands to reason that
the lawmaking power should see that the
men who constitute parties should have
a fair opportunity to nominate good men.
This they do not have In any city In
the country at the present time, and tiie
result is that municipal government Is
deteriorating as the years pass. In the
event of a sharp contest over the candi
dacy for local offices in the Republican
party, under the present system, the mass
of Republican voters have very little
chance to get the men of their choice be-

cause organized gangs of the baser sort
can be obtained to go from precinct
to precinct and vote. A Democratic men- -
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bcr remarked on Monday that the people

of Indianapolis had got themselves into
this tlx. This Is not the case. Thomas
Taggart can make any man he selects a
candidate despite the efforts of a majority
of his party. The Republicans who take
the pains to employ gangs of men who
are more likely to be Democrats than
Republicans to go from precinct to pre
cinct can often control nominations. If,
however, the Legislature cannot extend
the primary law to other counties, let it
make It an Imperative matter in Indian-

apolis and Marion county, just as the
Legislature of Minnesota has done for the
city of Minneapolis. Let us have a begin
ning, which is demanded by a large ma
jority of the people In this vicinity who
desire efficient local government.

Mr. Watase, a distinguished diplomat and
merchant from Japan, after visiting several
American cities is now in St. Loul3. To a
reporter of a city paper he said: "Your
mercantile and manufacturing institutions
are first class, but your streets are very
dirty, and I understand that your munici
pal government is exceedingly corrupt, so

much time that way In your city." Of
course, the Japanese are heathens, but
they seem to have Ideas.

LITTLE HAZING, IF ANY, AT TIIC AN.
XAPOLIS NAVAL ACADEMY.

letter from Secretary Lonjr Aueiit
the Proposed Investigation by

a House Committee.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.-Sec- retary Long
has addressed the following letter to the
House naval committee relative to the
pending resolution touching hazing at An-

napolis:
"Sir I have the honor to acknowledge

the receipt of a resolution introduced by
Mr. Sherman relative to proposed inves-
tigation of the practice of hazing at the
Naval Academy, and asking the views
of the department thereon. In reply, per-
mit me to inclose a copy of a letter which
I wrote Mr. Sherman on learning that
he had introduced this bill, also a copy
of a report to me by the superintendent of
the academy, to whom I wrote in antici-
pation of the present request for the views
of the department in order that I might
have all available information in the pre-
mises.

"I need not repeat that both the de-
partment and the superintendent would,
as stated In my letter to Mr. Sherman,
welcome any Investigation. It should be
borne in mind, however, that such an
investigation will necessarily tend very
much to demoralize the academy for the
time being, and probably for the rest of
the spring term, interrupting the course of
study. I ought to say further that no
complaint has come to me during the time
I have been secretary of the navy so
far as I now recall, of any hazing at
the academy. This to me is significant,
because parents and friends are always
extremely, and properly, sensitive in case
of any hardship or wrong, and had any
such case existed at the academy I feel
confident that complaint would have been
made. It is also noticeable that since
the introduction of " Sherman's resolution
no such complaint, indeed, no word at all
with reference to any practice of hazing
at the academy, has come to me. I cannot
help thinking that if there were occasion
for Investigation I should have received
some suggestion of this kind, especially
after the general interest created by the
West Point Investigation and after Mr.
Sherman's resolution had called public at-
tention to the Naval Academy.

"I may be permitted to say also that con-
sideration should be given the general rule
that an Investigation is nöt usually or
dered unless the foundation is laid for it
by evidence on instances of wrongdoing,
and it is presumed that the committee
would require this. I suggest further that
before final action the committee autror-it- e

me to summon tho superintendent to
appear before it, and that if need be a
subcommittee of the committee visit An-
napolis, where every facility will of course
be open to determine whether there is justi-
fication for a formal investigation.

"I have written the above not with a
view to avert an investigation if Congress
shall deem' it desirable. In which cae the
deportment, superintendent and all the off-
icers will heartily co-oper- ate m matting it
thorough and complete. From the best In-

formation I can get, however, the practice
cf hazing has been, as the superintendent
tatei, o minimized by .ha brtter puhüc

sentiment of late years: ard thi resulting
receni Investigation at West Point will un-
doubtedly tend still further to emphasize
the sentiment of the public and of the stu-
dents themselves against the practice, that
an investigation at the Naval Academy
does not seem to be required unless founda-
tion therefor shall be laid as above sug-
gested."

In the letter to Representative Sherman
referred to by Secretary Long the latter
says:

"I have asked the superintendent about
the matter and he tells me that he does
rot believe that hazing as an institution
has existed at the academy for a number
of years. The regulations are very strict,
and I Inclose a copy of them. Even the
cadet code forbids laying hands on a
fourth-clas- s man. Fagging, forcing fourth-clas- s

men to perform menial services or
forcing them to tight has never been a
custom. Commander Wainwright says
further that as" to the preparatory schools
he has never heard the slightest Intima-
tion of any hazing there. If there were
it is a matter over which the Navy De-
partment has no control, as these prepaia- -
tory schools are entirely independent of iL"

KELLEY'S DITCH BILL

TAKEN UP AS SPECIAL ORDER OF

EnactinR Clause Is Stricken from the

Court Drainage Law.

YESTERDAY IN BOTE HOUSES

SENATOR AGXEW ANTICIPATES
MOVEMENTS OF DEMOCRATS.

The House Kills the Measure Relat-
ing to the Buying and Sell- -i

Ins: of Votes.

The two houses of the Indiana Legislature
held busy sessions yesterday. Several bills
were passed by both Houses. In the lower
House the members disposed of the bills
relating to the buying and selling of votes
and prescribing punishment for these of-

fenses. The bills were killed. The elec-

tion committee was divided in its opinion
of these bills and two reports were made
on each bill. The House adopted the re-

ports that opposed the bills. In the after-
noon Representative Kelley's bill to repeal
the Circuit Court ditch law was discussed
as a special order of business and the
measure was killed, the House concurring
In a motion to strike out the enacting
clause.

The sessions of the Senate yesterday
were very busy, but entirely devoid of any
sensational debates. The resolution which
Senator Stillwell was expecte- - to introduce
with reference, to the extradition of the
Kentucky exiles, who are at present resid-
ing in this State, was postponed because
of lack of opportunity to introduce it.
Towards the close of the afternoon session
Senator Agnew made a motion which pro-

vides for the appointment of a committee
to investigate the Indiana Woman's Prison
and Industrial School for Girls. Senator
Inman attempted to introduce a similar
motion as a second to that of the senator
from Porter, but the chair declared It out
of order, and the original motion was then
adopted. ,

A number of Important bills were passed
at the afternoon session of the Senate,
among them being Senator Agnew's bill
which provides for the construction of a
canal from East Chicago to the Calumet
river. Senator Thompson's bill providing
for the incorporation of bonding and surety
companies was passed without opposition,
and the same treatment was accorded a
number of other bills.

THE SENATE'S SESSIONS.

Senator Stlllweirs Sew Resolution
Request for Investigation.

The Senate held two very quiet sessions
yesterday, much to the disappointment of
the unusually large crowd of spectators
that had assembled, with the expectation
of hearing a heated debate over the reso-

lution with reference to the extradition of
the Kentucky exiles, which Senator Still-we- ll

was expected to Introduce some time
during the day. The senator frpm Gibson
was prevented, however; from carrying out
his purpose by a press of business, which
engrossed the Senate until a' late hour in
the afternoon: JuStubefore; adjournment
Senator Agnew (Rep.) . offered a motion
for the appointment of a committee to In-

vestigate the condition and management
of the Indiana Woman's Prison and In-

dustrial School for Girls, which was as
follows: T move you that a committee
of five be appointed by the president of the
Senate to investigate the condition and
management of the Indiana Woman's Pris-
on and Reformatory for Girls, such com
mittee to have authority to issue sub-
poenas for witnesses, and to compel the
attendance of the.. same, and all other
rowers necessary to enable it to make a
careful and full investigation of the con
dition and management of the same insti
tutlon, such committee to report at the
present cession." The motion was adopted
rnd President Gilbert will announce the
committee some time to-da- y.

Senator Inman, who had expected to in-
troduce a similar motion, when the mo
tion of Senator Agnew was submitted for
a vote, obtained recognition from the chair
and said he desired to second the motion
of the senator from Porter by introducing
another motion exactly like It. Senato
Gilbert declared the introduction of the
second motion out of order and instructed
the page to return it to its author. The
Introduction of further resolutions or mo
tions was shut out by Senator Ball's mo
Hon to adjourn, which was carried without
opposition.

FOR A CANAL.
Immediately after the Senate convened in

the afternoon Senator Agnew's bill pro-
viding for the construction of a canal from
East Chicago, to the Calumet river, which
had been cabled up by its author for a
third reading at the morning session, was
passed without opposition. The canal is
to be large enough for large freight boats
from the lake to enter it, which will make
the land along its banks very valuable
for factory and warehouse sites. The bill
makes no appropriation, but authorizes the
appointment of a commission to adjudge
benefits and damages.

Senator Thompson's bill, providing for
the incorporation of bonding and surety
companies was called up for a third read-
ing and passed without discussion by a
vote of 33 to 4. Senator Woods introduced
an amendment reducing the capital stock
provided for in the bill from 1200,000 to
4100,000, but it was lost by a vote of 36 to 5.
When the roll was called on the amend
ment Senator Thomson voted no, giving
ar his reason for doing so, that the in
crease of capital stock provided for in
the bill would materially strengthen the
responsibility of any company incorporat
ing under its provisions, and he was op
posed to lowering it.

The bill of Senator Brooks providing that
In the contest of a will all persons inter
CEted In the estate shall be parties to the
suit was called un by Senator vv hitcomb,
and after considerable discussion was
passed by a vote of 31 to 7.

' IMPORTANT BILLS PASSED.
A number of other important bills were

passed at the afternoon session, among
them being the bill of Senator Charles,
limiting the amount of subsidy to be voted
by a township for railroad purposes to
1 per centum of the taxables of the town-
ship, and in no case to exceed $4,000 per
mile of the railroad built in such town-

ship. The bill has an emergency clause
which seeks to prevent Center township.
Grant county, from votlug a large sub-
sidy to the Cincinnati. Richmond & Muncle
Railroad, which is now in the course of
construction. Among the other bills passed
were those of Senator Wood, allowing
change of venue from Judges of city courts,
and of Senator Stillwell, regulating the
running at large of all klndä of animals.

The remainder of the afternoon session
was taken up with committee reports, a
full report of which appeared in yester-
day morning's Journal.

No bills were Introduced as the Sen-
ate failed to reach that order of busi-
ness.

At the morning session, which was opened
by an invention by the Rev. R. S. Os-
good, pastor of the Mayflower Church, of
this city, little was done beyond the dis-
cussion of a number of bills which were
railed up on third reading. Senator Brooks,
chairman of the Judiciary committee, ob-

tained permission to make a report on tho
Bonham House bill, providing for the em-
ployment of additional help in the House
of Representatives, and returned a sub-
stitute for the original bill, which pro-
vides that each House of the Sixty-secon- d

STATE VETERINARIAN.
The bill to destroy the Live Stock Sani

tary Commission and to establish the office
of state veteranlan was called up by Sen-
ator'- Guthrie for its third reading, but
considerable opposition was manifested to
wards its passage. A number of the sen-
ators on both sides stated that they had
not had time to fully digest the merits
of the bill, and as it was reported to be
of considerable Importance insisted that
its final consideration be postponed until
some future date. Senator Wood made
a motion to this effect and by agreement
of Senator Guthrie, the further considera
tion of the bill was made a special order
of business for Tuesday at 2 p. m.

The hour of 11 o'clock having arrived.
Senator Heller's bill, reducing the rate
of interest on school fund loans from
6 to 5 per cent., which had been made a
special order of business for that time,
was called up by Its author for third read-
ing. As on the occasion of its previous
readings, the bill brought about consid
erable discussion as to its passage. Those
who favored the bill insisted that It was
necessary to reduce the present rate of
interest on school funds In order to se
cure the best security. In many in
stances there was no demand for school
fund money because money could be se
cured at a lower rate of interest. Those
who opposed the passage of the bill main-
tained' that a reduction of the present
rate of interest would work a hardship in
many cases, as there were a great many
counties of the State which had all of
their money loaned out at 6 per cent,
which if reduced to 5 per cent, would
necessarily shorten their terms of school.
The debate lasted for more than an hour,
and finally on motion of Senator Brooks
the bill, together with tho bill intro-
duced by Senator Purcell, which also
provides for an act concerning the loaning
of common school funds, was recommitted
to the committee on education.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

Resolution for an Investigation Ta
bledThe Vote-Unyl- ne Measure.

At the opening of the session in the House
yesterday Rev. Frank O. Ballard, pastor of
Memorial Presbyterian Church, offered
prayer. Bills on second reading were taken
up and Mr. Gerber's bill providing for vot-

ing machines was made a special order of
business for next Monday at 2 p.' m.

House bill No. 90 when advanced to sec-

ond reading was made a special order for
Tuesday next at 2 p. m. The bill relates
to the regulation and adjustment of losses
by fire, lightning, tornadoes and explosion
by Insurance companies, etc. House bill
No. 153, to prevent the improper use and
desecration of the United States flag, was
advanced to second reading and ordered en-

grossed. A bill by Mr. Dlrkson, one of the
principal features of which Is to establish
graded schools as near the center of town-
ships as possible when new ones are to be
established, was read a second time and
ordered engrossed. Among the other meas-
ures advanced to second reading was House
bill No. 49, by Mr. Scott, regulating the
transfer of children from one school cor-
poration to another and fixing the price
of tuition. It was amended and ordered
engrossed. The principal amendment to the
bill was offered by Mr. James. It provides
that no child shall be required to go, for
Instance, a mile and a half to a school- -
house in its own township or school cor-
poration when there Is another school a
mile distant In- - another corporation. In
such cases the trustee of the other cor-
poration shall be required to transfer the
pupil. The amendment was adopted.

Mr. Morgan objected to the engrossment
of Mr. Murphy's bill legalizing the election
of officers in incorporated towns, claiming
the act covered too long a period. The ob-
jection was tabled.

TIIE PASSAGE GAS BILL.
Mr. Passage's bill regulating natural gas

companies and providing a remedy for con-

sumers who pay In advance, etc., passed to
engrossment after the emergency clause
had been stricken out, which was done on
motion of Mr. Whitcomb. House bill' No.
16, Mr. Kirkman's measure regulating the
taking of fish and game, was handed down
for second reading and was made a special
order of business for Feb. 5 at 10 o'clock
a. m.

Engrossed Senate bills No. 57 and No. GO

were read and referred to the proper com-
mittees, and House bill No. 166 was reada third time and passed. This bill was in-
troduced by Judge Roberts, of Dearborn
county, and applies only to the town of
Aurora. Under its provisions the AuroraLibrary Association may transfer its li-

brary to the citj. Mr. Metsker's trading
stamp bill was also passed by a vote of
78 to 16. The author of the bill made a
long speech in Its favor and was answered
by Representative Scott. The bill wlliprevent the use of trading stamps in theway they are commonly used now. There
is nothing in the measure, however, toprevent tho merchant placing his own
trading stamps In packages of goods that
he sells.

THE RESOLUTION KILLED.
Mr. Murphy introduced a resolution pro-

viding for an investigation of the charges
cgainst Superintendent Keeley, of the
Woman's Prison and Industrial School for
Girls. The resolution was plainly a Dem-
ocratic measure, and Mr. Erdlltz's motion
to table it prevailed by a vote of 47 ayes
and 39 nays.

The chief argument of the morning aroseover the reports of the committee on elec-
tions The committee reported on the bills
relating to the buying and selling of votes.
One of these bills was by Mr. Slack, of
Johnson county, and provided for the con-
viction of both buyer and seller and forany attempt to buy or sell votes. There
were two reports on this bill, the majority
being against the measure. Mr. Mintumexplained the attitude of the majority of
the committee towards the bill. He said
it was felt that the Caraway law. whichprovides for the punishment of the man
who sells his vote, should be allowed a
chance to prove either a success or a fail-
ure. The minority report in favor of the
bill was made by Mr. Larr, who spoke on
the question. Mr. Slack, tne author of
the measure, also spoke for It and de-
nounced what he called ."the cowardly
act of the last Legislature In not putting
both buyer and seller on the equal." Mr.
Van Fleet, of Elkhart county, spoke on
the measure. "I believe Mr. Slack's Dill
Is a good one," he said, "but I am almost
driven to vote against It because of his
speech. It seems that every time a man
on tho other side of the house has some-
thing good he wants to claim it for the
Democrats." The speaker decried the ten
dency to make campaign material in the
House. Mr. Stutesman spoke In defense
of the Caraway law. Some one on theninoiity side of the House suggested that
If the buyer was not also to be punished
in a law that convicted the seller, there
was no way to reach the buyer of a vote.
Mr. Stutesman suggested that the buyer
could be reached through bribery charges,
end in this connection Mr. Whitcomb sug-
gested that not long ago a prominent In
dianapolis Democrat had been convicted of
bribery. This brought Mr. Slack to his
feet, and pointing a menacing finger at
Mr. Whitcomb he proceeded to "get even
by dfclaring that in the streets of Frank
lin oa election day a prominent Republican
boldly offered $20 for votes and declared
that he could not be prosecuted. When
the vote was taken the minority report
favoring the bill was rejected by a vote
of && to 28.

MR. ROBERTS'S BILL.
Another report of the election committee

wan on the bill of Mr. Roberts, of Dearborn
ccunty, providing for the punishment of
the vote-buy- er only. There were two re
ports, the minority being In favor of tho
passage of the bill. On motion of Mr. Bon
ham the minority report was tabled.

The ludlclary committee sent in two re
ports on Mr. Mummert's bill in relation to
granting divorces and annulling marriages
In certain cases. The majority report fav-
oring the bill was adopted. This bill gives
authority to the guardian or an insane per
son to bring a suit for his ward for the
cnnüllment of a marriage. Mr. Mummert's
bill Is based on a case which occurred In
his own locality in which a woman was
married to a man of unsound mind and
who was possessed of a good del of
wealth. It was alleged that . the woman
brought the marriage about with a view to
getting the benefit of the mans property.
Mr. Mummert says, the difficulty .that was
experienced, in ttir.j tiüa jsrrtara ret

as!de suggested to him the Idea of intro-
ducing a bill that would bring a means of
relief from such marriages. The House
r.djourned about noon until 2 o'clock p. m.

DRAINAGE BILL KILLED.
In the afternoon Mr. KelleyS't drainage

bill came up as a tpeclal order of business,
and after nearly an hour's argument tho
measure was killed by the enacting clause
being stricken out. The Kelley bill re-

pealed the Circuit Court ditch law. Kelley
represents Laporte and Stark counties and
in that section they want the law repealed.
Mr. Kelley made this the isfue in his cam-
paign. The story was started sometime
ago that the Democrats of the House
would try to kill the measure so that
Kelley would be unpopular with his people.
The Democrts, it wa3 said, had an eye to
business. They wanted to defeat Mr. Kel-
ley's ditch measure so that the people
would defeat him in two years, when it
will be to the interests of the Democracy
to fill un the House with Democrats owing
to the fact that there is a United States
senator to elect.

The measure was killed on the motion of
Mr, Beckham to strike out the enacting
clause. Some of the Republicans voted
with the Democrats and the motion car-ile- d

by a vote of 54 to 37. Mr. Kelley made
a strong appeal in behalf of his bill, ex-
plaining why the Circuit Court ditch law
should be repealed, but a sufficient number
of the members did not share his views.
Mr. Davis, . of Greene county, denied that
politics had crept into'the matter. He de-
clared that so far as he was concerned
there was no politics about it. He thought
the Circuit Court ditch law ought to be
amended, but he did not think it should be
repealed.

Mr. King, of Wabash, presented resolu-
tions recommending that Henry C. Pettit
and C. E. Shlvely be paid the sums of
175.20 and $2G5, respectively, for services on
the Morton statue commission, and that
tblt expense be Incorporated in the general
appropriation.

STATB OFFICERS PIIESEXT.

Meeting of Wy and Means and Sen-
ate Finnnce Committees.

The ways and means committee of the
House and the Senate finance committee
held a joint session last night at the State-hous- e,

at which a number of the State of-

ficers were present, and presented some
specific reasons for certain appropriations
which they maintained were absolutely
necessary.

Attorney General Taylor made a special
plea for an increase in the salary of the
assistant deputy attorney general, who at
present receives J1.S00 a year. He said the
work was very arduous and was reasonably
worth $2,400 a year. He suggested that
$600 be deducted from the present, salary
of $2.400 received by the traveling, deputy
of the office and added to that of the assist-
ant office deputy. He also asked for 3
slight increase in the salary of his stenog
rapher.

State Treasurer Levy asked for an in
crease in the salary of his deputy, who at
present receives $600 a year. He asks that
the amount be raised to $1,000. Superintend-
ent of Public Instruction -- ones stated that
his deputy's salary of $1,200 was Insuf
ficient, and asked that it be raised to $1.500.
State Statistician Johnson said there was a
large number of reports which should have
been sent out by his predecessor in of-
fice that could not now be sent out with-
out an appropriation of $500 to pay for post-
age, expressage, etc. He asked that the
appropriation be made. Custodian Vest
made a special plea in behalf of his jani
tors, saying that their present salary of
$45 a month was not sufficient for them to
maintain their families, and he asked that
they be increased to $50 a. month. An ap
propriation of $3.000 over and above the
present amount allowed by law was asked
for by Dr. Hurty, secretary of the State
Board of Health, which amount, he said,
would enable the board to distribute over
the State the pamphlets which are already
prepared, containing a record of disease
prevalances and their treatment. He said
the pamphlets contained a record of all
deaths that had occurred from contagious
diseases and many valuable suggestions for
the prevention thereof. If these could be
distributed, he said, in the homes of those
who were smitten with contagious diseases.
It would have a very sa-uta- ry effect, and
would considerably lessen the death rate
in this State. He also asked for an allow-
ance of $10 for each member of the State
Board of Health for attendance at board
meetings. At present, the members re-
ceive only their expenses.

The Joint committee held a brie, execu
tive session after the open meeting, but
took no definite action with regard to any
appropriation. It was decided to have 1,000
copies of the report of the committee which
visited the State institutions printed, and
a resolution appropriating a sufficient
amount of money to pay for them will be
Introduced In the Legislature to-da- y. The
Vincennes claim will be discussed at a
joint meeting this evening.

SENATE COM.MITTEES MEET.

Senator Osborn'a Military Rill to De
Favorably Reported.

At a meeting of the Senate committee on
military affairs yesterday afternoon It was
decided to recommend for passage the bill
Introduced by Senator Ogborn providing
for the ent of the Indiana militia.
The bill, which was published in full in the
Journal a few days ago, provides for an
appropriation of $100,000. The committee de
cided to' reduce the amount to $75,000 and
will report favorably this morning on the
bill as amended.

Senator Fortune's bill providing for the
erection of a monument over the grave of
the pioneer heroes who were massacred at
Pigeon Roost will be reported unfavorably,
and the same fate will befall the concur-
rent resolution introduced by Senator
Parks, asking the Governor to issue com
missions of honor to officers of provisional
regiments serving in the Spanish-America- n

war.
The judiciary committee has decided to

make an unfavorable report on Senator
Wampler's bill providing for the appoint-
ment of an attorney at law to defend poor
and Juvenile offenders. The bill prepared
by the State Board of Health and intro-
duced by Senator Guthrie by request,
which provides for the establishment of a
state laboratory of hygiene, under the con-
trol and direction of the State Board of
Health, wherein analyses and experiments
for the sanitary disposal of wastes may
be conducted, will be reported this morning
for passage. The committee will also re-
port favorably on Senator Stlllweli's bill
amending the act concerning the manner of
procedure in the trial of certain felonies
and on House bill No. 22, introduced by
Mr. Burrier, which Is for an act authoriz-
ing and empowering prosecuting attorneys
and their deputies to administer oaths.
Senate bill No. US, introduced by Senator
Fortune, regulating the changes of venue
in civil cases, will be recommended for in-
definite postponement.

HOISE COMMITTEES

On Corporation and County nud
Township UdrIucii.

At the meeting of the House commit-
tee on corporations yesterday evening the
committee heard Lew Wallace, Jr., who
spoke In behalf of Representative M-
ccarty's anti-tru- st bill. The committee will
hear remarks on the other anti-tru- st meas-
ures In its possession before making a
report. Ferdinand Winter was heard in
behalf of Mr. Whltcomb's bill, legalizing
concerns organized under the mining and
manufactures act. The committee will
make a favorable report on this bill. Mr.
Kogers's anti-tru- st bill will be taken up by
the committee to-da- y. The committee will
iecommend for passage House bill No.
by Mr. Sparks, legalizing the acts of
Arlington East Hill Cemetery Association,
of Arlington. Ind.)

At the meeting of the House committee
on county and township reform held yes-

terday Mr. Cotner's bill to repeal the
county reform law was Indefinitely post-
poned. The committee will report favor-
ably on two bills that are to amend the
laws of the State. One of these bills gives
the State Tax Board the right to list
for taxation all private freight lines the
same as sleeping car companies are now
listed.

It is announced that two other bills
are to be Introduced In the House amend-
ing the tax laws. One will give the
state board original Jurisdiction ovtf pipe
line property such as traverses more than
one county. The other will amend the law
so that county and township assessors will
fca elected biinuVi3ly, and in such a way

that their terms of offlce will not expiry
at the same time. The purpose this bl i
is to always have some one in oülee whp

DR. HtltTVS CLAIMS

Tells Senate Committee Why a LW--

oratory Should He Established.
Dr. Hurty, secretary of the State DotTd

of Health, has been before the Senat- - com-

mittee on health the last few days urflng
that body to recommend the building of
a laboratory for the analysis of fool by
the State Board. To prove to the com-

mittee the necessity for such an appropri-
ation Dr. Hurty had a number of samples
of adulterated food, which Is sold every
day all over the State and the sale of
which it is impossible to jrevcnt'as long
as there is no analysis to prove that it is
adulterated. Among these s..Tiples was
a bottle of sulphuric acid vinegar, which
also contained arsenic. It was made by
mixing enough sulphuric acid in water
to make it sour and was colored with burnt
sugar. There was enough real vinegar
about it. however to give it a faint
flavor. This was known to the Board of
Health as belngi polsonlous at thi time It
was received, for it had made a number of
harvest hands ill last summer. They had
mixed it with molasses and water to usa
as a drink. Much of this vinegar is sold
throughout the State, Dr. Hurty contends.
Another sample that was put before the
committee was that of some butter which
was half milk. There Is no danger In thl
to health, but the people who buy it are
being swindled, it is claimed, because the
milk they could buy for 2 cents a pound
ond they are paying 15 cents for the butter.
Dr. Hurty also showed the committee
vhat was called powdered borax which
ne says Is for sale by the grocers and thn
(Upartment stores of this city. In a half
pound package of this stuff he says there
was not a grain of borax.

Mr. Marshall's Resolution.
Mr. Marshall, of Tippecanoe county,

offered the following resolution In the
House yesterday, which was held to be out
of order:

miliation and regret the members of this
House have learned of the action of tho
Senate in indefinitely postponing House
bill No. 4 and by amending House bill No.

This statement
must be mado before the superintendents
can draw any part of their maintenance
fund for the next year. Mr. James makes
the assertion that some Institutions are
In debt on account of having anticipated
their maintenance appropriations from year
to year. The amount of this indebtedness,
he says, is not made public.
